METLAKAHTLA PRISONERS AND 
DR. POWELL'S REPORT. 

To the Editor:- -In your weekly issue 
for May 20fh I find a statement as fol- 
lows: "Thu following is a calendar of 
prisoners confined in Victoria gaol com- 
mitted for trial at the enstftiig assizes." 
Thou follow tho names of four Metlakah- 
tla Indians. 

I do not know the source front which 
you obtained the information, but it is 
simply untrue. Not one of these four 
men is in gaol as tho whole case against 
them was abandoned by the government 
some two months ago. I would not care 
to refer to tho matter were it not that 
this statement occurs in the same issuu 
which contains extracts from the last re- 
port of J. W. Powell, .Indian commis- 
sioner, wherein belying on facts vvhioh 
have no reality except in his 
own imagination and the malice of our 
enemies ho would throw a shade over the 
fair name of one whom once he praised 



and vilify the Indiana ho pretends to love. 
Had thu Indians' superintendent shown 
himself a man with a purpose and pro- 
posed a policy for tho management of tho 
Indians and acted it out, however far we 
or others might differ from him, all must 
look upon him as on honest, though to 
some, perhaps, mistaken man; but to any 
one at all acquainted with his manage- 
ment of his department from the first 
and his bitter disregard ot the real needs 
of thu Indians, such an attack as that on 
Mr. Duncan can only bo looked upon as 
the outcome of envy in one who feels 
that all such efforts as those made by Mr. 
Duncan for the good of the Indians are 
beacons throwing light upon his (tho 
superintendent's) failings.

must weigh greatly in its favor. The Rev, 
Dr. Burns, of Halifax, N. S., has ro 
ceived the almost unanimous nomination 
of the Presbytories as moderator. The 
Presbyterian clergy of this province are 
in attendance, anil at it sessions Rev. W. 
Percival, late of Pandora street Method- 
ist church, will seek admission into tho 
church. 

DO WE EVER FORGET '{ 

Tho quality of tho mind which we call 
memory has been well likened to a store- 
house, into which have been thrust, with- 
out any definite order or arrangement, 
precious things and worthless things, 
priceless treasures and usoIcbs rubbish. 
Tho mechanical task of selecting from the 
confused heap a particular thing which is 
needed is called an effort of tho moiiiory, 
but should rather be called an arousal of 
excitation of tho memory; for it is all but 
certain that from the vast storehouse noth- 
ing disappears, nothing is over lost, only 
when wo cannot find just what wo want at 
the time wo want it, we say we have for- 
gotten. It may be a bold assertion to say 
that wo never forget; that is that nothing 
is ever absolutely lost beyond the possibi- 
lity of recollection or regathering, as the 
word means, but the facts boar out the 
claim that in tho strict sense of tho word 
we never forget. It is a common expres- 
sion to say that one person has a much 
finer memory than another, but it only 
means that the one has tho power of se- 
lecting and arranging which tho other lias 
never cultivated or which has become 
weakened through disuse. It is undoubt- 
edly true that some have a higher natural 
power of this kind, ju t as s. one men's 
muscles are naturally strong er than others, 
but the faculty exists in all who aro of 
sound mind, and can certainly be culti- 
vated to a degree which seems extraordin- 
ary to those who have never looked into 
or thought upon the subject. Cultivation 
of the art of memory — which, by the way, 
is a singularly exact expression for the 
process —is a matter upon which much 
thought and attention have been bestowed 
and as to which opinions have widoly 
differed. Tho literature of mnomotechny 
has become very extensive and many sys- 
tems of artificial memory have been de- 
vised to hell) those whoso ideas and asso- 
ciations lack sequence and do not know 
how to set about the task of recollecting. 
But all these are outside tho real idea 
of cultivating tho memory. They aro aids 
to an unused or untrained faculty, nothing 
more. They are simply tho application 
of mechanical force to help outa weak or en- 
feebled muscle; they are the muscle itself . 
The memory can bo cultivated, strength- 
ened, made efficient and accurate in only 
one way— by systematic and persistent ex- 
ercise. It does not differ in this respect 
from any other human faculty, whether 
of mind or body. .Muscle and intellect 
are subject to the same rules and the 
same conditions; use strengthens, disuse 
weakens. An inefficient, feeble memory 
must be put under rigid discipline and 
oxorcised systematically, and especially 
used in those directions in which it is 
most defective. Memories differ very 
widoly, as to the objects which they grasp 
with ease or difficulty. One roinombers 
dates with accuracy; another is always 
uncertain about them; one remembers 
faces perfectly; another always confuses 
them; one remembers the H9<juen"e of 
ovents, another is never absolutely certain 
as te historic orlir oi precedence; ono 
recollects only tho gr ivei t and most im- 
portant affairs, anotl or only froth and 
nonsense. Each case of uncertain or de- 
fective memory calls for its own treat- 
ment, and that is severe discipline. A 
poor memory for da. ci can 1m made bet- 
ter by hard study of can i (logy; the useless 
faculty of remembeiilli trivial things can 
bo cured by an oxclusi e .study of matters 
of consequence. We liave said that the 
natural memory differs widely in different 
people, and history furnishes many inci- 
dents of persons remarkable for the 
strength of their memories; but tho won- 
derful feats performed by these only es- 
tablishes the truth of the general proposi- 
tion, that wo never really forget anything, 
just as remarkable instances of muscular 
development demonstrate tho latent pow- 
er of the muscle and show tho extent to 
which the forces of the human body may 
bo increased. It is said of Mithridatos, 
who ruled over twenty-two nations, that 
he was acquainted with all their lan- 
guages and could express himself fluently 
in each ; I ut even this was surpassed in 
more modern times by Cardinal Mezzo- 
fanti, a native if Bologna, whoso linguis- 
tic memory lias never been equalled. At 
tho time of his death, at tho ago of 76, ho 
is said to have boon acquainted with 11-1 
languages and dialects. Sir Win. Jonos, 
the distinguished Orientalist. knew 
twenty-seven languages, and his acquain- 
tance with them was close and critical. 

A countryman of Mezzofanti, Antonio 
Magliabechi, librarian to Cosmo III. 
Grand Duke of Florence, is renowned 
for his wonderful memory, but, unlike 
Mezzofanti, it was not confined to ono 
subject. Among the trials of his memory 
ono ia recorded which is certainly a 
thorough test. A gentleman of Florence, 
who had written a piece for publication, 
lent the manuscript to Magliabechi, and 
some time after it had been returned with 
thanks camo to him with a long fact) and an 
invented tale of tho loss of tho only copy 
of the manuscript. The author implored 
Magliabechi to try and recollect as much 
of it as he could, and writo it down for 
him. Magliabechi assureu him he would 
try, and on setting about tr. ascribed the 
whole manuscript from momory, without 
missing a word or even varying in any 
/warmer from the ipelliiu;. Whim con- 



sulted by the writers of his time on a 
particular subject he would tell them at 
once, sometimes to the number of a hun- 
dred authors, all who had ever treated of 
tho saino subject, naming tho book, the 
words, and often tho number of the page 
on which the remarks were to be found. 

The instances of rare mathematical 
powers, necessarily hugely mnemonic, 
are numerous. A poor, illiterate English 
peasant, named .ledediah Buxton, was 
very remarkable in this way, and all the 
mathematical prodigies, Cocker, Bidder, 
Babbago and Colburn, had this faculty 
highly developed. A familiar instance, 
too, of trained memory is found in chess 
exploits of Morphy, Zukortort and others 
in playing as many as sixteen games of 
chess simultaneously, while blindfolded. 
Tho enormous difficulty of such a feat of 
memory will be seen when it is consider- 
ed that the player must have in his mind 
and perfectly at his control the position, 
at first, of 512 pieces, and that each move 
on each board changes tho arrangement 
and necessitates a new mental adjustment 
of tho uncaptured pieces. It may bo 
doubted whether any mnemonic exploit 
has ever surpassed the blindfold chess- 
playing of so many different games. 

Instances of extraordinary memories 
might be multiplied aim st indefinitely, 
but they aro not necessary to establish the 
truth of oui original assertion. The ex- 
perience of every one will bear out the 
proposition that wo never forgot. No 
matter what lapse of time, of change of 
conditions may have intervened, at times 
a wave of memory sweeps across the 
placid surface of our everyday life and 
thoughts which make us conscious of the 
infinite capabilities of menial reproduc- 
tion. Like a magic mirror, when breathed 
upon by a breath of sent iment or passion 
or association, the memory shows us pic- 
tures of tho past as vivid and distinct as 
though of yesterday, and the harp of the 
soul, touched by tho linger of love or 
hate, gives forth melodies long since 
deemed forgotten and lost. Who can dis- 
pute this or who deny that deep down in 
the inmost heart lie buried treasures 
which memory recalls, sometimes at will, 
sometimes unconsciously I Does the ma- 
tron with her children clustering about 
her forget some girlish avowal of love, 
ovon though the object of her early ad- 
miration may have been severed from her 
by untoward fate and may be himself a 
father of* even a grandfather.' Does the 
gray-haired man forget the sweetheart of 
his boyhood's days, perhaps too early 
loved and lost I Does the mother forget 
the smilo of her first-born, or any of tho 
charming infant ways of her child, al- 
though that chihl may have become a man 
or woman of middle age i Is there not 
something constantly occurring in the lives 
of all to stir the hidden depths and bring 
something to the surface hero a pearl of 
thought, there a spray of tender arfec 
tion — now a thrill of joy and again a pang 
of sorrow or regret f Tho veriest trifle, 
a note of music, a touch, a perfume, a 
thoughtless word, may set in motion the 
secret forces of the memory, and pour 
upon us an overwhelming flood of recol- 
lections, grave or gay, sweeter bitter. It 
is in those possibilities thai the .strength 
of tho argument lies. It is said that, it is 
tho unexpected which always comes to 
pass, and so theunlookcd for resurrection 
of 'memories long since thought to be 
dead and safely buried under an accumu- 
lation of later hopes and fears, of more 
recent struggles and labors, and with the 
tomb securely scaled, perhaps by inclina- 
tion, perhaps by duty; this ghostly visitor 
from a dead and buried past which will 
intrude his presence, often unwelcome, 
at tho most inopportune times, makes us 
all agree to the truth of the assertion that 
we never forget. 

MR. BLAKE'S CONDITION. 

The Glebe of Wednesday last says : The 
condition of Mr. Blake's health being 
such as to forbid the expectation that lie 
will be able to withdraw his definite resig- 
nation of the liberal leadership, a caucus 
of the party was held in Ottawa yesterday 
with tho design to consider the succession. 
It would appear that Laurier has been 
made responsible for at least the tempor- 
ary discharge of the tint ies of chief spokes- 
man, but to leave the business in such a 
shapo would be a grave error. The liber- 
als must face the situation squarely, and 
rocognizo practically that it would lie un- 
fair to Mr. Laurier to place the heavy 
burden on his shoulders without reposing 
in him all the privileges, freedom and au- 
thority of the leader. His appointment 
would be as judicious and generally ac- 
ceptable as any, but it would be an error 
to place him or any other man in the 
false position that would ensue from the 
failure to recognize Mr. Blake's return to 
the lead as absolutely not to be looked 
for. It would lie no less unfair to Mr. 
Blake to allow the impression to prevail 
in tho country that tho stricken chief can 
be expected to resume, at file peril of a 
total breakdown, any responsibilities 
which ho has been compelled to abandon. 
Mr. Blako is very ill, and threatened with 
paralysis. His friends are seriously 
alarmed at h s condition.

Millurd, Indies' tailor and dressmaker, 
King street, Toronto, haa gone to New 
York, leaving numerous creditors.

A man named Russell, of Syracuse, who 
was at Brockville on a wedding trip, took 
a tit on the Canadian Pacific dock, fell 
into the river and was drowned. 

At Osgoode hall, Thursday morning, an 
application was made in the Hugaiinan 
extradition case for bail, which was al- 
lowed to the extent of §0000. The prison- 
er was arrested in San Francisco for etu- 
bezzelmont to the extent of gl0,000 from 
Rowland & Co., and is now in VVellalld 
jail. 

A meeting of citizens on Thursday night, 
endorsed a proposition to build a dock 
at Toronto, and asked the government i" 
allow convict labor to bo used in ils con- 
struction. 

0UEBE0. 

The Quebec board of trade has taken 
action regarding the crisis between the 
ship laborers and owners, and Amyol is 
going to introduce a bill in the commons 
providing severe penalties for those who 
interfere with the unloading of vessels. 
If this goes into force it will also apply to 
the caso of St. John, N. 1>. 

It is somi-olticially announced thai ( '. 
P. Davidson, Q.C., of Montreal', has been 
appointed judge of the superior court in 
place of the late Justice Torrance. lie 
was recently promoted to the command of 
the Victoria ritles, and will have to resign. 
He will probably be succeeded by Major 
Frod, Henshaw, well known all over the 
Dominion. 

Thore is now no reasonable ground for 
doubting that Arthur Kay, the supposed 
broker, who sent $3,500 in Canadian bank 
notes to the Bank du People in Montreal, 
is other than the absconding cashier of 
the Hochelaga bank. 

An outbreak of smallpox in New York 
and Chicago is causing great alarm in 
Montreal owing to the rapid communica- 
tion with these cities, and quarantine is 
urgently called for. 

A young laborer named Colbert has 
beon suffocated in a natural gas well at 
Longuo Pointe under very peculiar cir- 
cumstances. He leaves a wife and six 
children. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

The S. S. Acacia, loaded with steel 
rails for New < Irleans, went ashore at 
Glace Bay Thursday morning. The wea- 
ther was quite clear at the time and the 
only excuse of the officers is that the com- 
pass went wrong. 

Tho will of the late Bishop Kinney, 
made public at Halifax, leaves all to his 
family and nothing to charities or the new 
cathedral on which he had set his heart. 
Ho was very charitable during his life. 

MANITOBA. 
A close call for another of Mc Bonn's 
elevators being cremated occurred Thurs- 
day afternoon at 10 o'clock at Gretna. 
While a man was working in one of the 
bins his foot slipped, causing him to up- 
set a lantern, which fell into the spout 
and immediately ignited. An alarm was 
at once raised and by hard work 
and a plentiful use of water saved 
what would have resulted in a seri- 
ous conflagration, as a strong wind from 
tho south was blowing. There is no doubt 
that the principal business part of the 
town would have been destroyed had the 
fire gained headway. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
Edward Hogan and John Brown stiay- 
cd from tho schooner Richard Lister, of 
Gloucester, while at the trawls on Bau- 
quoro, on the 24Eh of May. Thick fog 
sot in, and after rowing about for six days 
in their dory they were picked up by 
the barque Kate C, Mnguire, and landed 
at Sydney. TJiey suffered fearfully from 
thirst and hunger (luring the time they 
were adrift , and would have died only 
forRoine water caught in their souwesters 
during a rain squall. Brown cut his own 
arm and sucked the blood in order to 
qaer.ch his thirst.

A MURDEROUS HUSBAND. 

John Klliotl Attempts to Kill His Wife at 
Muir Creak. 

At daybreak yesterday morning a trag- 
edy occurred at the logging camp at Muir 
Creek, near Sook, in which John Elliott 
attempted to take tho life of Louisa, his 
wife. The couple had lived together only 
a few months, yet quarrels and dissen- 
sions becatiRj so frequent that Louisa more 
I in sorrow than anger at tho incompatibil- 
,y of her "liege lord," left their home, in 
the forest and found shelter at the log- 
ging camp. John, being a shiftless fellow 
averse to the responsibility of caring for a 
wife, at first did not seem to care about 
her desertion and sousrht another fair 
inamorata whom he tried to induco to take 
the place of his first wifo. A visit to tho 
logging camp, however, aroused him when 
ho observed Louisa receiving the atten- 
tions <>f a rival, and the jealousy of his 
nature prompting him, he sought a recon- 
ciliation with his forsaken wifo. Louisa 
was firm in her refusal to all his appeals 
and openly showed her preference for his 
rival, at tho same time reminding him that 
he was welcome to take the other woman 
for a wife, for she could do better. 
John was furious at this and avowed his 
intention to be revenged in terrible 
threats, which she ridiculed, believing, no 
doubt, that a man who could drive his 
wife from home by abuse and neglect did 
not possess spirit enough to commit any 
deed requiring courage or determination. 

(In Monday night John hung around 
the oamp as if intent on mischief, and at 
daybreak with an old Kentucky rifle in 
his hand he stole cautiously to the cabin 
where his wife was sleeping. Ho tried 
tho door, which was fastened, and at- 
tempted to force it open by heavy blows 
to which it finally yielded. Louisa was 
in bed when he commanded her to get up 
and go home with him. She refused 
absolutely, whereupon John raised his 
rille and pointing it at her tired, the shot 
taking ett'eot in one of her limbs above 
the knee and inflicting a serious wound. 
At this juncture tho murderous husband 
was attacked by his rival, who succeeded 
in wresting the rifle from his hands after 
he had shot a second time at his wifo, 
who was crying with pain from tho wound 
she had received. 

Finding himself overpowered John 
made his escape and fled to tho woods, 
his rival not being able to follow in pur- 
suit as he was fn ishabille, 

Tho wounded woman was cared for, 
and placed in a canoe and towed to Victoria 
by tbe steamer Beaver which happened 
to be passing. She was immediately tak- 
en to St. Joseph's hospital and informa- 
tion of the tragedy being lodged with the 
provincial police, officers Campbell and 
Miller were sent in quest of Elliott, 
who is probably making his way toward 
Cowichan.

Groenhow and Mr. T. Clinton raised 28 
and 2G bushels of wheat to the aero, re- 
spectively. On tho S. E. | of sec. 21 
and tho S. W. | of S. 22, township 7, 
MoBsrs. Lomioux & Hobort raised about 
25 bushels to tho aero of very superior 
wheat, at an elevation of BOO feet above 
Okanagan lake. In Spallumcheon Messrs. 
Lumby and Bennett raised 20 bushels of 
wheat to tho aero. In none of tho above 
eases was irrigation resorted to. From 
the above I conclude that all the bench 
land in the valleys under consideration 
aro capable of yielding wheat without 
irrigation, and on that basis estimate tho 
amount of agricultural land as follows:

Lambley, Esq., for several 
years government agent for t he Osoyoos 
district. 

1 may here mention that a large valley 
is reported on a stream flowing into 
Shuswap river, about 13 miles east from 
Lambly's Landing. Another is reported 
between Mission creek and Coldstream. 

3rd. As to the accuracy of the verbal 
statements made by the promoters of the 
company to the government of British 
Columbia, to the effect that the said lands 
ire well adapted for wheat growing and 
tapablo of producing wheat in sufficient 
puantities to supply the whole of the 
lower country including Vancouver island. 
The history of wheat growing in this dis- 
trict is as follows: 

At the Mission tho settlers have raised 
only such quantities of grain as they could 
dispose of in that neighborhood. Mr. E. 
Lequimo has a good mill with one set of 
stones run by a turbine water wheel with 
u capacity of probably ten barrels in 
twelve hours, he grinds for local consump- 
tion only. Mr. Lequimo informed me 
that irrigation is necessary fur the success- 
ful cultu e of wheat, h s crops varying 
from 1,500 in 2,00(1 Ibt. to tho acre. Mr. 
A. 15. Knox him :i farm nbuut two miles 
from Leiiuinie's, docs not. irrigate his 
wheat, raises gund crops, lias a hundred 
acres of wheat this year, and says he could 
sow 900 acres if there was any market for 
it; he considers 2,000 Ihs. to the acre is 
the average crop. At Priesl Valley and 
Coldstream Valley large crops of wheat 
would be grown if a market was obtain- 
able. Mr. Ellison at Priest valley has 
110 acres of wheat in this year, and stilted 
that ho could put in 401) provided there 
was any sale for it. Mr. Uuteau, at tin? 
head of Goldstreant Valley, lias about 00 
acres in wheat but could sow (i()0. Ho 
grinds what wheat he has in a small mill 
and sells the flour t" miners on Cherry 
creek, etc. The farmers in Spallumcheen 
Valley have been in a rather better posi- 
tion as regards a market, having been 
able to dispose of a considerable quantity 
of wheat yearly to the Shuswap Milling 
Co. at Knmloops, to Mr. T. Harper at 
Bonaparte river, and the Tronquille Mills 
The erection of a large flour mill at 
Lambly's Landing, the bead of navigation 
on Shuswap river, by Messrs. Lawes & 
Rashdall, has given quite an impetus to 
wheat growing for a distance of some 18 
miles from it. Beyond that distance the 
farmers say it does not pay to haul the 
grain. I roughly estimate that there are 
now about, 3,500 acres under wheat crop 
between the landing and the head of Oka- 
nagan lake. 

From what I could gather I should say 
one ton or 33j bushels to the acre is the 
average yield fur wheat throughout the 
district. This is a very largo amount, but 
I am satisfied in favorable seasons it will 
be largely exceeded. Mr. (i. K. Lawes, of 
the firm of Lawes & Rashdall, comes of 
an old milling family, in the neighborhood 
of Salisbury, Wiltshire, England, where 
his father is still carrying on an extensive 
milling business. He has been in the 
flour making business all his life, and 
lately has managed a mill in Oregon. To 
him I am indebted for the following infor- 
mation: The wheat grown in this district 
is a first-class flour making article, and in 
his opinion is superior to Oregon grain. 
It is also far superior to the grain raised 
in Manitoba and the Northwest Territor- 
ies. The proportion of wheat to flour is 
as three to two, or it takes throe tons of 
wheat to make two tons of Hour. The 
mill erected by the Columbia Milling 
company is calculated to turn out ono 
hundred barrels of flour in a day of 24 
hours. It can bo run about 300 days in a 
year, manufacturing 100x300, 30,000 
barrels or 3,000 tons of Hour. 

Tho quantity of wheat required to make 
thatamountof flour will bo 3, 000 tons x ij = 
4,500 tons. Therefore assuming that my 
estimate of one ton to tho acre is correct 
it will take 4,500 acres of wheat to supply 
this mill « ith grain for one year.

Taking the average amount of flour 
annually imported from the United States 
into British Columbia at 50,000 barrels, it 
would require 7,500 acres of wheat land, 
yielding one ton to the acre, to grow that 
amount. Or in other words it will fake 
two mills with equal capacity to that of 
the Columbia Milling Co. to grind suffi- 
cient flour to moot the demand in British 
Columbia. Witharailroad t<>( Ikanagan lake 
and aateamboat service I am confident that 
ten times that amount of wheat can bo 
raised without any material effort, 

Messrs. Lawes A Rashdall expect to 
havo their mill in running order by tho 
first of August next. Tboy inform me 
that they havo 1,500 bona of last year's 
wheat «m hand, which quantity ia suffici- 



ent to supply the mill at its full capacity 
for four months. The cost of the mill on 
the day it starts work will be over ¥00,- 
000. 1 mention this fact to show Mr. 
Lawes' firm belief in the wheat growing 
capacity of tho district in the firet place 
and his confidence in being able to manu- 
facture an article of flour which will com- 
pete-successfully with that imported from 
Oregon, in tbe second. 

If Messrs. Lawes A- Uashdnll >ucceed 
m stopping t he drain on the resources of 
the province for bread stull am. uutii g 
annually to over $200,000, they v. ill do- 
serve tho thanks of the community at 
largo. 

There is perhaps one more subject 
to which 1 ought to refer, and that is the 
popular belief in tho lower country that 
good wheat can bo grown in Spalluucheen 
and Okanagan, but the crops at least one 
year in every two arc frozen. I must con- 
fess that 1 had, before my visit to -those 
localities, some vague idea in the same 
direction. I have taken tho utmost caro 
to sift this matter to the bottom. From 
the Ik ad of Mara lake tu Politicton, 1 
have not met a man who ever heard of 
any injurious summer frosts. 

Tho only attempt at any moterological 
record in tho district has been kept by 
Messrs. Lumby & Bennett. They have 
for a number of years recorded in their 
diaries the readings of a minimum ther- 
mometer and a few remarks as to the 
weather, etc., from which they havo 
kindly permitted me to make the follow- 
ing extracts: 

1881. Began seeding May 6th; finished 
sowing wheat 14th of May; 22nd of May 
thermometer 26°; very wet during Juno. 
In .Inly it rained on the 29, 30 and 31; 
commenced cutting grain August 6th; 
hailstorm on August 31. In September 
it rained on tho 0, 7, 8, 9,10,11,12,15,17, 
18, 19, 20, 23, 24, 25 and 28. October 
9 snowstorm; October 12 thermometer 
13°. 

1882. Finished seeding April 29; plenty 
of rain in May; harvest finished Sept. 10; 
first frost October 31. 

1883. Finished seeding May 15, and 
cuffing grain August 25; first frost Oct. 
25, thermometer 20". 

1884. Finished seeding May 14 and 
harvest Sept. 8; first frost Oct. 3, ther- 
mometer 25"; second frost Nov. 20, ther- 
mometer 19°. 

1885. Finished seeding April 29, and 
harvesting Aug. 22; first frost Nov. 11, 
thermometer 20\ 

1880. Finished sowing May 3, and 
harvesting Aug. 17; first frost Nov. 4, 
thermometer 8°. 

In this district the seeding is generally 
finished before the 20th of May and all tho 
grain as a rulo is garnered before tho 1st 
of September. 

1881 was a very wot season and Messrs. 
Lumby & Bennett lost about half their 
wheat, but all the other fanners in the 
neighborhood managed to savo their grain. 
Mossrs. L. & B. account for their loss by 
being short of labor in tho spring, there- 
by delaying the sowing of the wheat so 
that it hud no opportunity of ripening, 
and was frozen in the milk on the 12th of 
October.— I have tbe honor to be, sir, 
your obedient servant.
